Th«*ro is no formula by which wo 
may attain to a saloonless world ex­ 
cept that made famous by General 
Grant: to “fight out on this line.” 
There is a peculiar app-opriatness in 
the military figure in this connection. 
We need to fight, and we have some­ 
thing worth fighting for. 
We need 
to fight; the enemies of prohibition 
are fighting it tooth and nail. They 
are not hesitating to endanger that 
very foundation of national order in 
their fight, the respect for law. They 
resort to any means; murder—hun­ 
dreds of prohibition enforcement of­ 
ficers have been shot to death in the 
last year; bribery—by 
which 
they 
have rendered almost impossible the 
selection of trustworthy enforcement 
officers; and above all, the Lie. 
They 
would prove to us that black is white. 
They would prove that 
prohibition 
deprives us of liberty, and hence is 
wrong; or failing in that, they turn 
the 
argument 
upside 
down 
and 
prove-—(for the gullible—that prohi­ 
bition has resulted 
in greater con­ 
sumption of alcohol than we had be­ 
fore prohibition. 
We must resist their lies aggres­ 
sively.
